B “The situation is virtually un- 
changed.” This sums up the day’s 
news from the wide zone along 
which the British and French yes- | 
terday hurled Prince Rupprecht’s 
forces back to the supporting de- 
fenses at a depth varying between 
one and three miles. Artillery ac- 
tivities continued with great inten- 
sity, the British pouring a steady 
stream of high-explosive shells into 
positions which the Germans now 
hold, but there was comparatively 
little infantry fighting. 

The Allies today were busy con- 
solidating the positions they captured 
yesterday. Heavy German counter- 
attacks had been looked for, but out- 
side of a few local attempts to re- 
gain positions these did not mate- 
rialize. This was perhaps due part- 
ly to the heavy rain, which contin- 
ved without cessation since last 
night, filling shell holes with water 
and turning the ground into a deep 
mud over which it is difficult to 


t. 
The German guns, however, 

of which had been withdrawn to 
positions farther back before the rain 
began, have been carrying on a 
steady bombardment, especially 
against the territory captured by the 
Allies on the northern side of the 
Ypres salient, but their firing has 
been more or less erratic because of 
the storm, which blocked the work 
of the observation officers. As usual, 
the Germans are employing great 
quantities of gas shells. 

GERMAN LOSSES HEAVY. 


Due to the complete preparations 
made for yesterday's assault, the 
| British casualties have not been ex- 
cessive, but the condition of the bat- 
tlefield and statements by prisoners 
indicate that the German losses were 
exceedingly heavy. The British 
Medical Corps has again evinced a 
most complete organization.

AMERICAN TROOPS. 


HE SWEEPS THROUGH NEARLY 
ALD TRAINING CENTERS. 


IN FRANCE, Wednesday, Aug. 1.— 
Gen. Pershing gave the American 
expeditionary force an example of 
the strenuous life by sweeping 
through nearly a dozen villages 
where United States soldiers are liv- 
ing in France and visiting nearly all 
training centers which have been es- 
tablished from America’s frst great 
contribution for the war for democ- 
racy, 

It was not a cursory inspection. 
He went into minute details 
along the line, questioned private 
soldiers, company cooks and vart- 
ous other ranks, as to how thinge 
were going and what, if anything, 
could be done to improve the situa- 
tion. 


The general is also inspecting 
various places suggested for his field 
headquarters, for he expects before 
very long to remove from Paris near 
the troops in training. He will re- 
turn to Paris late tomorrow. 

PRINCIPAL NEEDS. 

At the end of the first day's in- 
epection Gen. Pershing said: 

“Our principal concern fust now, 
of course, is to perfect the army or- 
ganization. This is a big task, but 
it is moving along amoothly and in 
& most satisfactory manner. | 
.. “The work at certain ports of dis- 
embarkation is well started. Rail- 
road material is coming over as rap- 
idly as can be arranged. The 
progrese we have made thus far 
with the assistance of the French ‘s 
& source of great satisfaction to me. 
Billets and training ground for men 
are as well located as could be ex- 
pected at this time of the year, 
when space i limited by crops in

“After these are moved we will 
have plenty of space for lodging 
and training the divisions that are 
to come. Some of.the places where 
men are now sleeping are not all 
that could be desired, but this soon 
will be remedied by the construction 
ef portable barracks.

LIVE IN AMITY.

He found the soldiers 
nearly all washed their own clothes 
in the village wash houses erected 
along running streams. .- At several 
company kitchens the American 
commander interrogated the cooks 
closely and was told the men were 
getting plenty to eat, even a variety 
of vegetables such as potatoes, 
onions and tomatoes being supplied 
them. : 

Gen. Pershing gave orders look- 
ing to a little smarter set-up of the 
men in the future.

Reorganization in the face of 
the enemy of the entire govern- 
mental system could not be effected 
without serious disorders. Never- 
theless, Russia, convinced there is no 
other means of safety, has continued 
in accord with the Allies common 
action on the front. 

“Fully conscious of the difficulties 
of the task Russia has taken up the 
burden of conducting active military 
operations during the reconstitution 
of the army and the government. 
The offensive of our armies, which 
was necessitated by a _  strategical 
situation, encountered insurmount- 
able obstacles on both fronts and in 
the interior of the country. The 
criminal propaganda of irresponsible 
elements was used by enemy agents 
and provoked a revolution in Petro- 
grad. At the same time part of the 
troops on the front were seduced by

Adequate Provision for Re-edu- 
cation of Maimed Fighters in 
New Trades is Included in the 
Army Medical Department's Pro- 
gramme.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—<Ade- 
quate provision for reconstruction 
hospitals where crippled soldiers 
may be fitted with artificial limbs 
and re-educated in new trades, is in- 
cluded tn the army medical depart- 
ment’s hospital programme, as out- 
lined in a statement today. This 
will not be undertaken, however, 
unti] after completion of the thirty- 
two hospitals at national army and 
National Guard camps, enlargement 
of more than thirty hospitals at of- 
ficers’ training eamps,  establish- 
ment of at least two general hospi- 
tale at ports and of a number of 
special treatment institutions. 

“The aim of the medical depart- 

ment,” says the statement, “isto 
have hospital provision for 6 per 
cent. of the enlisted force by fall and 
then to proceed to extend that to 10 
per cent. Abroad, facilities for 20 
per cent. of the American expedi- 
tionary forces will be provided. 
“At e@antonments, hospital pro- 
vision will be made for 3 per cent. 
of the troops at each camp. A com- 
plete modern hospital will be con- 
structed at each, containing at least 
1000 beds. With the space reserved 
for extensions, each hospital and its 
auxiliary buildings will require sixty 
acres. 

“The thirty-two hospitals will cost 
about $14,500,000. Each hospital 
will have equipment equal to that 
of the best Institutions in the coun- 
try, although the .construction of 
the buildings will be of much cheap- 
er quality. About seventy build- 
ings will be comprised in each can- 
tonment hospital on the 1000-bed 
basis. 


“Each hospital will have a well- 
equipped laboratory where bac- 
teriological and pathological work 
can be done which anv well- 
equipped hospital could handle. 
| “Every man in the new armies 
will have the equivalent of six or 
more examinations by specialists, in 
addition to the regular examinations 
as to general health conditions. 
Every man will be examined for 
tuberculosis, affections of the heart, 
foot trouble. ear, throat and nose 
diseases, hookworm and other in- 
testinal infections and for typhoid, 
para-typhoid, and other disease car- 
riers which are sometimes present 
and communicable to others when 
the person himself is in good health. 

“Tt is a fact that many men are 
entered in the records as ‘sick’ 
when they would not be so consid- 
ered in civil life. The sick lists in 
the modern military camps of this 
country show under 1 per cent. of 
¢ases which would be ed as

TAX REDUCED. 


Levy on Undivided Surplus 
Cut in Sénate Committee. 


Motion to Exempt Farmers 
Meets with No Favor. 


New Clause Added to the 
War Profits Section.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Reduc- 
tion from 15 to 10 per cent. in the 
proposed tax on undivided surplus 
of corporations, joint stock com- 
panies and associations, and imposi- 
tion of new “floor” taxes upon large 
accumulated stocks of sugar, coffee, 
tea and cocoa, were sters decided 
upon today by the Senate Finance 
Committee in revising the war tax 
bill. It is planned to complete the 
bill Tuesday and begin Senate de- 
bate next week. 


virtually is a surtax on cerporate in- 
comes, which now pay only a fiat 
tax, although individual incomes 
are surtaxed. Reduction of the rate 
to 10 per cent. followed the commit- 
tee’s recent decision to treble the 
normal corporation tax, raising 
$167,000,000 more revenue from 
that source. 
EXPECTED REVENUE. 

From the proposed 15 per cent 
rate it was estimated that $25,000,- 
000 in revenues would result. The 10 
per cent. tax will raise much less, 
as, in addition to the 6 per cent. re- 
duction, the committee decided to 
exempt from the 10 per cent. tax 
surplus that is “actually invested 
and employed in business or retained 
for employment in the reasonable re- 
quirements of the business.” 

The new floor tax on sugar, coffee, 
tea and cocoa is at the same rates 
as are prescribed in the bill for 
consumption taxes on these products 
The provision was added to subject 
to taxation large stocks of these 
commodities imported in anticipa- 
tion of the proposed consumption 
taxes. Some dealers are said to have 
a year’s supply on hand, which would 
be reached only by a floor. tax. 
The rates are: Sugar, % cent a 
pound: coffee, 2 cents; tea, 5 cents, 
and cocoa, 2 to 6 cents. Limited 
amounts in the hands of small deal- 
ers are to be exempt. 

AS TO INCOMES. 

Important administrative provi- 
sions affecting income and war 
profits taxes approved today by the 
committee authorize the Treasury 
Department to permit or require 
‘monthly installment payment of 
such taxes, between March and June 
25 of each year, when they are pay- 
able. Many corporations have re- 
quested the monthly installment pay- 
ment privileges because of their 
necessity to borrow large sums fre- 
quently for bulk payment required 
under existing law. 

Another new clause authorizes 
payment of income and war excess 
profits taxes by uncertified checks or 
by the new treasury short-term 
certificates of indebtedness. 

A motion by Senator Gore to ex- 
empt farmers from the new war ex- 
cess profits tax on individuals in 
trade or business was rejected by the 
committee. 

WAR PROFTT SECTION. 


A new clause added to the war 
profits section provides a new stand- 
ard for calculating tax exemptions 
of those claiming that their pre- 
war profits were subnormal. Under 
the plan if the Secretary of the 
Treasury should find exemption 
clauses are justified, those claiming 
exemption would be entitled to that 
allowed to new corporations not in 
existence before the war, whose in- 
come and profits tax would be based 
upon that of companies or individu- 
als engaged in the same general 
line of trade or business.

Speaker Fuller will appoint a 
chairman to preside over the House 
sitting aS committee of the whole, 
but his spokesman has announced 
that he will name the man for whom 
the House, by majority vote, ex- 
presses a preference.

Ferguson's acts allows the 
Governor reasonable time in which 
to provide witnesses tn event ch 
other than those specifically outlined 
in the impeachment charges are 
brought forward. 

Tt is probable that the new investi- 
gation will be under way tomorrow 
afternoon.

STEEL AND IRON 
FOR EXPORT. 


{RY A. P. DAY WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Under a 


new ruling made today governing 
export licenses, all steel and tron 
products except plates, pig iron, 


scraps and steel billets can be li- 
censed freely for export to the Al- 
lied countries In case these articles 
are for actual war purposes. 

Iron and steel admissible for ex- 
port must be completely manu- 
factured and made up before Au- 
gust 10, 1917, and application for 
license to export them must be re- 
ceived at the Department of Com- 
merce on or before that date. 

The general term “explosives” 
used in the President's proclama- 
tion of July 9, 1917, is now ampll- 
fied to include the following chem- 
icals: 

Ether, alcohol, sulphur, sulphuric 
acid and its salts, acetone, nitric 
acid and its salts, derivatives of 
pamper. phenol (carbolic acid) and 
its derivatives; derivatives of toluol, 
mercury and its salts, ammonia and 
its salts, glycerin, potash and its 
salts and all cyanideg.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Full in- 
formation concerning food condi- 
tions In the northern European 
neutral countries has been asked of 
the neutrals by the United States in 
notes handed to 
representatives here, 

The American government's plans 
for rationing the neutrals through 
its control.of exports will be finally 
determined on after replies are re- 
ceived. The information sought 
concerns the exact food needs of 
those countries, their food produc- 
port and import trade of the last 
few years. 

BARE NECESSITIES. 


The intention of the United 
States is to hold food exports to the 
neutrals to the barest necessities to 
prevent American foodstuffs or food 
they replace from reaching Ger- 
many. Only actual food deficiencies 
will be made up from America and 
assurances will be demanded that 
no American-produced food is re- 
exported or used to supplant food 
that ts exported. 

Quick responses to the notes are 
looked for, since at present no ship- 
ments to the neutrals are permitted 
to leave American porte and some 
of the countries are badly in need 
of grains. 

NORWAY’'S CASE. : 

Norway's case was put before this 
government today by Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen, head of the Norwegian mis- 
sion, who declared his country, fac- 
ing starvation, was ready to release 
1,000,000 tons of shipping tn return 
for the privilege of importing food. 
Norway, Dr. Nansen sald, needs 
sugar, fats and grain, and will guar- 
antee that none of these things are 
sent into Germany. 

The Dutch government, too, is 
willing to exchange ships for food, 
but does not want Dutch ships sent 
into the submarine zone.

Kyoto University Professor Gives

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Aug. 2.—Complete defeat 
of Germany by the Allies will not be 
of great benefit to Japan, in the 
opinion of Prof. Senga Tsurutaro of 
Kyoto Imperial University, set forth 
in Tayo, Japan’s leading politica) 
magazine, which has just reached 
here. 

The triumph of the Entente, he 
says, would result in Great Britain 
wielding the dominating power in 
the Far East, seriously affecting Ja- 
pan’s commercial and political inter- 
ests. Japan, he says, would be put to 
“serious trouble by the arrogant at- 
titude Britain may assume after the 


war.” 

Things will not be so bad ff the 
war ends in a draw, the Japanese 
professor thinks, but complete Ger- 
man defeat might mean British 
domination not only of Europe, but 
the Far East also. : 

“In that case.” he says, “while 
Japan would be gaining practically 
nothing Britain would start further 
activity in the East free from the 
German pressure which has hitherto 
been imposed upon her. She will 
give full play to her political and 
commercial policies in China, and as 
she can act as she pleases in India 
and Australia, she will proceed to 
obstruct the business of foreigners, 
and especially of the Japanese. Ja- 
pan’s position in the East being se- 
riously affected politieally and com- 
mercially.”

Despite the fact 
that William Sullivan, counsel for 
the Metal Mine Workers’ Union, de- 
clares he knows the identity of five 
of the men, the authorities do not 


eredit his declaration. | 

Mine union officials agree with 
city and county officials that no out- 
break, except from possible outsid- 
ers not connected with labor trou- 
bles in any way, is likely to occur in 
Butte now. 

Two companies of the National 
Guardsmen were in Butte this morn- 
ing, one having arrived last night 
from Bozeman. The other has been 
here some time. A third company 
left this morning for Helena. 

Among Little’s personal effects 
was found an envelope containing 
ashes. Upon the envelope was the 
title, “Ashes of Joe Hill.” It is sup- 
posed here that the ashes are those 
from the cremated body of Frank 
Hillstrom, an ILW.W. executed at 
Utah State prison for a murder. 

BULLETIN OF UNION, 


In a bulletin issued by the Metal 
Mine Workers’ Union today the state- 
ment is made that the names of five 
of the lynching party are known. 
“Two of these men,” is is declared, 
“are ‘gunmen,’ and one is connected 
with law enforcement in the city.” 
The bulletin adds: 

“Threats have already been made 
that if we succeed in proving who 
committed this crime we will never 
live to tell it. We want to inform 
them that three copies of every bit 
of information we have are depos- 
ited in three different places, to be 
used in case they succeed in getting 
any of us. We know already that 
alibis were prepared in advance for 
every orie of the murderers, yet we

William G. Sullivan, lawyer re- 
tained by the union, would not dis- 
close the names today. Sheriff 
O’Rourke interviewed Sullivan, but 
obtained no information from him. 

County Attorney J. R. Jackson. in 
an authorized statement this after- 
noon, said that W. G. Sullivan, at- 
torney for the Metal Mine Workers’ 
Union, had admitted that he did not 
have the names of five of the party 
that lynched Little. He added that 
Sullivan said that he hoped within 
forty-eight hours to have evidence 
to place before him. 

In the official bulletin of the 
Metal Mine Workers, issued today, 
the names of several were mentioned 
as company gunmen. These men, 
accompanied by Roy Salley of the 
Anaconda Copper Mining Company 
and D. M. Kelly, former Attorney- 
General, of counsel for the company, 
called on County Attorney Jackson 
this afternoon. 

It is understood that the men 
named in the bulletin, who are 
guards employed at the mines, made 
a statement in protest to the County 
Attorney. Soon after the delega- 
tion called on the County Attorney, 
deputy sheriffs were sent out seek- 
ing Sullivan, who is to be further 
questioned by the prosecuting attor- 
ney.

TO BE KEPT UP. 


Secretary Baker in Favor of 
College Sports, 


Urges Participation by a 
Larger Number. 


Nearly All Institutions to 


Play Football. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Reten- 


tion of college athletics during the 


war was decided on by the National 


Collegiate Athletic Association at a 
conference here today after Secre- 


tary Baker had declared in an ad- 


dress to the delegates that conpeti- 
tive sports should “be continued to 
equip young men for the reception 
of military training.” 


Nearly all the eastern colleges 


and many from the Middle West 


and the Coast were represented, 
and it was said afterward the dect- 
sion meant that, with the exception 
of Yale, Harvard, Princeton and 
possibly Virginia, all the larger in- 
stitutions will play intercollegiate 
football this fall. Abandonment of 
the sport by the institutions named 
was ascribed to lack of material, 
most members of last year’s squads 
now being in some branch of the 
military service. 


The conference adopted the fol- 


resolutions: 


ereas, college athletics, as 


stated by Secretary Baker in his ad- 
dress to the conference, are of great 
use in developing the qualities of a 
good soldier; 


“Resolved, that we recommend to 


the colleges that the programme of 
athletic sports for the coming year 
be continued with increased efforts 
to develop athletics for all students 
rather than for a chosen few, and 
that the schedule of intercollegiate 
sports be carried out as far as local 
conditions allow, care being taken 
not to interfere with the military 
training of the students or to con- 
filct with the military interests of 
the nation.”

EAST HIGHLAND, Aug. 2.—For 
several: days agents of the govern- 
ment and of commission men in the 
north have been in this section buy- 
ing up the surplus potatoes for the 
purpose of drying them. The gov- 
ernment is buying all that it can get 
at a reasonable price, and while not 
much is being offered for sale, as 
the ranchers need most of their po- 
tatoes for seed, a good price is being 
paid for that sold. 

Potatoes can be dried so that the 
weight is reduced by a ratio of eight 
to one, and this is a big item in 
freighting them across the waters to 
the American troops in Europe. The 
potatoes are first peeled, sliced, and 
then dried according to the secrets 
of the driers. The dried spuds are 
as hard as board chips, but when 
water is added and &he chips are 
soaked well they are soon palatable.

YOUTH A \ FINANCIER. 


Suit Involving Affairs of Bank in 
Kansas Heveals that Son of 
Banker Saved Thousands 

and Loaned it to Parent 
in Boyhood Days, 


E. V. Holcomb, while working as 
a day laborer and ranch hand in 
Kansas, managed to save $2000 be- 
fore he was 15 years of age. This 
money, it is said, he loaned to his. 
father, D. C. Holcomb, at one time 
president of the First National Bank 
of Garden City, Kan. The son is 
also said to have loaned his father 
$10,000 between 1882 and 1891. 
These facts cropped out in Judge 
Works's court in the suit of the 
Kansas bank against father and son 
to set aside a mortgage executed to 
the son.

S ENEMY IN THE HOUSE. 

If the mine owntrs shut down the 
mines; if the farmers chose to lock out the 
agricultural laborers and let their ground 
le fallow, thus throwing thousands of peo- 
ple out of work and plunging the country 
into chaos, the yell from an outPaged nation 
would blow the roof off. If, in addition to 
these things, the mine owners and farmers 
offended against the community by trying 
to call a sympathetic lockout because crim- 
finals had been justly circumvented tn their 
machinations, forty-eight Legislatures and 
the Federal. government would rush into 
special session and there would be violent 
talk of wresting such essential commodi- 
ties from the grip of a gang of pirates, the 
country’s interests would shriek to high 
heaven, and, midst the applause of an in- 
furiated populace, the wicked barons would 
be torn from their places of authority and 
treated as public enemies. * 

But when the aggressors are the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, and the in- 
stigator one Haywood, ft apparently makes 
a difference. Being victimized by a gang 
of miners is so much more wholesome and 
comfortable than by mine owners—is it? 

To a country in the crisis of war, strain- 
ing every effort of its resources, the claims 
of the 1 W.W. men seem utterly paltry and 
trumpery. No matter what their grievances, 
it is incredible that any mob should be 
permitted to victimize the whole country. 
Taking all the circumstances of the day 
and hour into consideration, there can be 
ho possible justification for such conduct as 
is calmly threatened by the LW.W.’s. It 
is an anti-social act that no good American 
or sane laborer can view without regret 
and disgust. 

It might be different if labor’s interests 
had been habitually disregarded. On the 
contrary, the country has shown a regard 
and consideration for labor interests. The 
American laborer works under better con- 
ditions and for better pay than any laborer 
in the world. It is a libel to imply that 
the American laborer cannot depend upon 
a fair deal by the State. American democ- 
-racy is the best in the world. And what is 
indisputable is that the miners are pre- 
pared to disregard the claims and rights 
of the rest of the population and have 
practically announced that the State has 
no other function than to enforce their 
demands. They have set out to measure 
their strength as industrial and political 
bullies, to wield the bludgeon and the sand- 
bag to enforce a strictly selfish principle. 
If it*were capital that was guilty of this 
crime instead of labor agitators hell's own 
fury would descend upon them in the right- 
eous indignation of the populace. 

The interests of the general body of the 
people and of the nation are more impor 
tant than the affairs of any industrial trust 
or secret society. This theory must sur- 
vive the denials of any body of capitalists 
or union laborites or any combination of 
them that can exist. Any other considera- 
tion must be fatal to the cause in which 
it is taken. A community that can be ter- 
rorized by a crowd Of navvies is no better 
off than one that can be driven by a cote- 
Tie of plutocrats in limousines. Either la- 
bor unions or trusts engaged in the enter 
prise of sandbagging the industrial activi- 
ties of the state are equally abhorrent. 
Strikes are as foreign to the spirit which 
gave birth to the Constitution of the United 
States as the retention of the duel would 
be where the police court flourishes. A, 
settlement of such disputes through any 
other than the proper legal channels must 
in the end be a sorry thing for a free coun- 
try with the social and political ideals for 
which it is supposed to stand.

“Marry in haste and repent at leisure,” 
is an old proverb with a new significance.

One well 
remembers how, during the first days of 
the war, the Archbishop of Canterbury rec- 
ommended all Englishmen to marry and 
consummate the marriage ere they left for 
war. So perchance the affrighted rush on 
the license bureau has been misunderstood, 
Maybe these men do not intend to claim 
exemption, but merely to add to their pa- 
triotic duty. A suspicious government may 


well be sfisunderstanding their motives... 


But the fact that any of them who consider 
they have chosen the lesser danger will 
not necessarily escape the draft is going 
to bring an ironical awakening.

One of the firms for which he was 
executive head was mining in Borneo, 
where American superintendents and fore- 
men ruled over a working force of head 
hunters.” 


It was in Borneo, suggested Senator 
Reed, that Mr. Hoover conceived the idea 
of being supreme boss to regulate the diet 
of people. 


The Senator especially objected to Mr. 
Hoover because he had no definite availa- 
ble politics. When asked in England what 
were his political opinions the great diet 
regulator answered that he was not a Dem- 


not a Socialist and not by any manner of 
means a Prohibitionist. He called him- 
self a Liberal, looking forward to a better 
organization of free society and to the 
proper training of stomachs to take what- 
soever is offered. 5 


Senator Reed concluded his indictment 
by stating that Mr. Hoover “had delib- 
erately rigged the American market on 
foodstuffs” and was “the chief gambler of 
the food and wheat pits of America.” 

_ Senator Reed concluded with the follow- 
ing eloquent burst: ' 
“IT put it now to the Senate of the 

United States: ‘Dare you, dare we, give

WHAT NAPOLEON 
WOULD HAVE DONE.

If Napoleon had been in charge of 
the Entente Allies’ interests at the 
outbreak of the great war (i. e., if 
I had been tn charge) the following 
things would have happened: 

Napoleon would have given Paris 
to the Germans... He would have led 
them on while pretending to delay 
and resist them: he would have 
done all he could to decimate the 
ranks of the invaders while aiding 
and abetting them to reach the cap- 
ital of France. 

Napoleon would have withdrawn 
the French forces from Paris and 
population there to be 
cared for and fed by the Germans. 
He would have led the French 
forces to the north and east. On 
or along the seacoast Napoleon 
would have effected a juncture with 
the British and the Belgians. 

Napoleon, having formed a junce- 

ture with the British and the Bel- 
gians, would then have marched to- 
wards the southeast and have cut 
in behind the German forces in 
Paris and between the Germanic 
western armies and the Germanic 
armies along the Rhine. He would 
have isolated Paris and the German- 
ic occupants of Paris. The German 
armies would have been divided and 
they would never have effected a 
reunion. 
_ Napoleon, by executing the stra- 
tegic feint described, would have ac- 
complished in a few weeks what 
the Entente Allies are just now try- 
ing to achieve with the greatest of- 
fensive of the war in Flanders. 

In the east Napoleon would have 
directed that the Russians fall back 
and inveigie the German  ar- 
mies into Russia in the same way 
that the Russians inveigled Napno- 
leon and his army of al! nationall- 
tles Into Russia in the year in which 
Napoleon was forced to retreat 
from Moscow. 

Napoleon would have given Mos- 
cow to the Germans in the same 
way that the Russians gave it to 
the “Little Corporal” a little over a 
hundred years ago. 

Napoleon would have sent the 
Russians to the southeast and the 
Russians would have turned about 
then and cut In between the Ger- 
man army occupying Petrograd and 
Moscow and the German forces 
along the Polish frontier. 

Napoleon would have divided the 
Germanic forces in the east tn the 
same way that he divided them in 
the west. 

Napoleon would have made it {m- 
possible for the Germans to be for- 
ever fighting from within the pe 
riphery of a circle which is the Ger 
mans’ own circle. 

The great mistake of the French 
was their all-too-high appraisemient 
of the value and importance of 
Paris. 

Today, undoubtedly, if the Allies 
offered Paris to the Germans they 
would refuse to accept the prize. 
Today if they offered Petrograd to 
the Germang they would probably 
refuse it; provided, of course, the 
Russians were as much a unit to- 
day as they were before the de- 
position of the Czar. 3

Napoleon, were he in charge of 
operations, would have prevented 
the cutting of the cables to Ger- 
many and he would have prevented 
the dismantling of the wireless to 
Germany: for, without direct news 
from Germany, Napoleon would be 
quite as ignorant of what is really 
going on in Germany and Austria 
as the Entente Allies are now irno- 
rant of what is going on in Ger- 
many and Austria. 
Wars are fought with brains 
where wit and wisdom sit en- 
throned and not brains divorced 
from an intelligence bureau. 
Napoleon, were he in charge of 
the war for the Entente Allies, 
would veto the pftoposition to bring 
Germanic prisoners to the United 
States, because the German prison- 
ers would probably want to remain 
here and probably would be desired 
as permanent residents, once they 
‘were delivered into the custody of 
the Americans.

AYS RUSSIA WILL 
FIGHT HARD YET. 


CORRESPONDENT VIEWS HER 
AS SURE TO RECOVER. 


Declares Her People are Emo- 
tional but in the “End will Find 
the Rigth Way—Gives a Review 
of the Revolution and the Polit- 
ical Situation. 


ALTA LOMA, Aug. 2.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] It seems to 
me that the gloomy prophecies 
which abound nowadays in our press 
as to the elimination of Russia from 
the war are premature, to say the 
least, I admit that in any other 
country, should things continue as 
they have been going lately in 
Petrograd and Galicia, the situation 
would have to be considered as dan- 
gerous to the Entente—but it does 
not look so to those who know the 
essentials of the nature of the Rus- 
sian people. The Russian tempera- 
ment is very emotional, susceptible 
to sentiment, easily influenced and 
enflamed, but in the end always finds 
the right way, in its own time, if left, 
to itself. 

That essential quality of the Rus- 
sian is ignored by our prophets while 
I cling to it as closely as ever, and 
firmly believe Russia will see this 
war through. When the first feel- 
ing of intoxication, following upon 
real freedom, has run its course, the 
power of the government will quick- 
ly assert itself and the people and 
the army will come to their senses. 
The existing emotional chaos is 
temporary. It was to be expected 
that extreme radicalism would have 
ite day; it certainly wrought no end 
of mischief, yet, as sure as the 
eternal sun will shine tomorrow and 
next year, so is radicalism already 
hanging itseif with the rope of its 
own excesses. 

An irresponsible minority terror- 
ized the country, hypnotized § the 
masses by its fallactes. History and 
court trials will show how much of 
it was fanatical idealism, how much 
German intrigue and German money. 
Both are surely at the bottom of the 
trouble. 

Russia is already beginning to 
shake off this poisonous influence: it 
was terribly dangerous for the time 
being, but did not succeed in killing 
Russia's pride, its honor, its patri- 
otism. These are reasserting them- 
selves and sobering the misguided. 
befogged commonsense of a great 


people. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
idea—or heresy—of no victory, no 
annexations and no contributions 
was presented to the world most 
solemniy by our own President only 
last December. He has since then 
changed his mind. Yet the responsi- 
bility for the idea rests with us right 
here in America. Germany has no 
better trump card than this idea, and 
is using it most adroitly and success- 
fully all over the world and particu- 
larly in Russia, enflamed as it is by 
the sway of extreme radicalism. 

Its utter incongrulty with the real 
interests of the country created the 
firet break, and in the wake of this 
division came another—an attempt 
of these same forces to take ad- 
vantage of an unprecedentedly suc- 
cessful political upheaval, to create 
a radical economic revolt. This 
phase of the situation has been so

Yet, under its guise and 
cover the extremists—they call them 
syndicalists in France, maximalists 
in Russia, 1.W.W. in America, but 
they are really anarchists pute and 
simple—carry the whole ignorant, 
illiterate part of the country with 
them. Socialism in theory repudiates 
violence and force, but, itself being 
weak, is shielding and even using 
anarchism as a tool, as a help to at- 
aims—a 


tain its utopian socialistic 
state. 
This was, of cou thoroughly 
understood by the first provisional 
government, but it was fettered. 
Having just overthrown autocracy, it 
could not begin by using force | 


against any opinion. And, in reality, 
it had no sueh force in its posses- 
sion, as the old government machine 
instantly melted into nothing and the 
new regime had neither time nor 
means to build an effective new one. 
In the interregnum, this absence of 
any power to enforce any decisions 
brought on the present disorganiza- 
tion and demoralization; and also 
the realization of the necessity of 
such a power, of such a force, which 
is the feeling now heginning to 
master the situation. 

Tt is creating a new government, 
provided with necessary power, and 
once established, no matter in whar 
form, whether with Kerensky as 
dictator, or a combination ministry, 
including all parties except the 
extremists, which, I belleve, will be 
the case, it will turn the tremendous 
power of emotion against the only 
great and real common evi]—Kaltser- 
ism. Russia will surely do her part 
-—~-probably the leading one, when she 
will get on her feet.

NEED MEN FOR 
SUGAR BEETS. 


Growers Desperate for Help; 
Harvesters Idle. 


Campaign for Mexican Labor. 
Starts Next Week. 


Former Hends Evidently Paid 
to Reject Work. 


The failure of Congress to act de- 
cisively on the pending national 
food bill that is expected to furnish 
a remedy for an intolerable situa- 
tion now existing locally in the 
labor field, was the subject of a 
conference yesterday between Dan- 
iel Mulhern of Wilmington, a ranch- 


er, and member of the recent Fed- 
eral grand jury, and Assistant 
United States District Attorney 
O'Connor yesterday. 

The matter has been the subject 
of inquiry by the National Defense 
League covering other sections of 
the country where similar conditions 
exist. 

There are in round numbers 190,- 
000 acres of sugar beets in Califor- 
nia, and heretofore the crops have 
been harvested by the Mexican 
population, which has been only too 
giad to get the employment. But this 
year the Mexicans refuse to work, 
or have departed, and a serious situ- 
ation confronts the beet growers. 
They find themselves with a large 
acreage in beets, ready to harvest, 
and but few laborers. 

An effort has been made to secure 
Mexican labor by agreeing to pay 
as high as $2.50 a day, but this has 
not been a sufficient inducement. 
The fact that the men seem to be 
provided with sufficient funds on 
which to live adds to the mystery of 
the situation. It is believed they are 
supplied with money by an element 
that is opposed to the industry. 

In order to induce the Mexicans 
to accept employment, Mr. Mul- 
hern, with Ralph Dominguez, court 
crier with United States Judge Trip- 
pet, will next week organize a 
country-wide campaign. Mr. Domin- 
guez is an eloquent and fluent Span- 
ish speaker, and will not only seek 
to return the Mexicans to the beet 
fields, but endeavor to discover the 
source of their funds.
